2. The inventions listed as Groups 1-3 do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The common 
technical feature of a furnace with at least two tanks in series, each tank with at least 
one burner submerged in the melt, has been previously disclosed by Khinkis (US PN
